way mail service and the requirements of
this year will, he estimates, call for an in
crease of employes from Milo men to 'i000
men. He urges such legislation as will pro-

HOKE SMITH'S REPORT.

Tin Secretary of the Interior IXnlains
Iteeunt Tension Iaelopiueuts.

Washington--, Dec 1. Tlie annual report
of tlie secretary of tho interior Smith was

given out for publication.
Referring to the order revoking rule 1(1 1,

tlie report says : "In pursuance of this or
der, a board of revision was formed of tho
ablest and most experienced men in tho pen
sion tiurcnu, witli instructions to exnniino
the cases allowed under tlie act of .luno 27,
1800 and to call out such as had no legal ba
sis to rest upou.

In cases where it wns believed that the
pensions could not be sustained nnd another
medical examination was thought necessary,
the payment of the pensions was ordered to
be suspended pending investigation. This
was done by the commissioner of pensions in
pursuanco of tlie uniform practice nf tlm
bureau as it had existed almost fiom the
organization thereof.

Tho pensioner was not derived from tho
rolls, but tho payment of Ids pension was
abondoned, and tho usual 00 days notice
was given to tlie pensioner in which he could
ask for a medical examination, or apply
further evidenco of his right to a pension.
The examination of his proof having dis
closed that he was not entitled to a pension,
ho was told that tlie payment of his jiension
was suspended until ho "could put on record
a enso whicli would authorizo payment ac-
cording to tho terms of the act of congress,

AINSWORTH'S DEMURER SUSTAINED

The Illilli'llllent Against Mini Uecliued to
lie I'lltlilly Defective.

"U'amiixotox, Dec. I. The Court
of Appeals y sustained tho demurrer in
tlie ca.so of Col. Ainsworth and three other
persons, engineers and contractors, indicted
witli him for manslaughter, in causing the
collapse of the old Ford's theatre building
on the 0th of June last by which 21 clerks
lost their lies and n number of others were
njured.

Tho court held that the indictment was
fatally defective because it did not show
upon its laco facts which would enable the
court to determine by leal construction
whether thero was a joint duty created and
imposed on all tlie defenduts alike.

The derision remands tho caso to tho
Criminal Court, which will discharge tho
defendants.

THANKSGIVING DAY PARDONS.

Boston--, Nov. 20. At a meeting of tho
governor and executive council this after-
noon, tliu si'stem of Thanksgiving day par-
dons for life convicts nt Charlestown prison
wns abolished, in accordance witli recom-
mendations from Warden Bridges, This
does not menu that prisoners who nro worthy
of executive clemency will not receive it;
but hereafter they will leave tho prison
quietly and none of the other convicts will
bo nwaro of their good fortune.

At the meeting y one life convict
was pardoned, lie is Nicolo Infntino, who
wus sentenced to life iniprisomneut bi years
ago for killing Joseph F. Fryo in Joy street.
Ho left the prison this owning nud will re-
turn to Italy, where his mother lives.
